DEFEATING 


HE cynical. attitude towards 
life is an arch-enemy of 
religion. It is doubtful if the 

cynic can be said to have any faith 
He certainly does not live 
by one. At all events no true Jew 
can be a cynic. | 

Thete have always been cynics 
among the philosophers. But they 
exist among ordinary folk as well. 
If they are symptomatic of the age, 
then the spirit of our age is a 
despairing, hopeless, Godless, and 
faithless spirit. Sometimes it is a 
shabby pose; but sometimes it. is 
real, and it is ugly, menacing, 
dangerous. For all those to whom 
religion means a dynamic force, for 


all those who desire to preserve and 


to reinterpret the great ideals of 
humanity, for all who believe in the 
triumph of the good, cynicism must 
be fought against and the. cynic 
defeated. | | 
The cynic ‘believes that men are 
moral only because the law compels 


them to be so, that where a man 


is free, his natural tendency is 
utterly selfish. To him: social and 
commercial life -is based’ pon 
nothing better than a — mutual 


interest in fighting natural dis-. 
honesty and ill-will. | 


is all a terrible indictment 


against God and man. Our great 


religions proclaim, in effect, that 


such men. are religious outcasts. 
They are condemned by the dark- 


ness and depression‘and misery that 
their influence spreads about theni. 


They forfeit the respect and, indeed, 
the good will of their fellows. 


It is impossible for the true Jew. 
be a cynic. All our Jewish teach- 


ing, ancient modern. alike, 


demands of us optimism and faith 


in the fundamental rightness of 


human nature. matter how’ 
many give the lie to this belief, the 


very nature, qualities, history, and 
sulferings of the Jew show clearly 


to ourselves and to the world our

MEAT SUPPLIES 


Effect of Smithfield 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The unofficial strike of porters at 
Smithfield Market has affected Lon- 
don’s kosher meat supplies. 
not being handled at Islington, and 
it appears that, for the. time being, 
the trade unions involved are prevent- 


ing kosher meat from reaching Lon- 


don from other abattorrs. 


No kosher -meat. has been 
slaughtered at Islington since Sunday 
morning, but it is understood that 
about 60 per. cent. of the normal 
week’s supply was made available to 
London butchers and should have 
lasted until Wednesday or Thursday 
of. this week, , 

The Board. of Shechita is making 
every effort to overcome the present 
difficulty. 

A statement issued by the Board 
said 

“The unofficial strike of porters at 
Smithfield has its repercussions on the 
supply. of. kosher meat. from_ the 
Islington kosher depot, and result, 
for the time. being, the Board. are 
prevented from carrying . out . their

normal shechita services at Islington 
by reason of the fact that the meat 
cannot be handled.

“In the meantime, Kosher poultry 
is available, and the Jewish community 
are asked to. be patient and to bear 
with. us while the present. position 
continues. It essential, the

trial of ten former Gestapo and police 
officers for war crimes. | 


Boehme, one of the accused, told 
the court how 201. Jews had been 
executed by a commando squad of 
German police at Garsdel. The 
executions had been carried out in 
groups. Each group had had to bury 
the bodies of the previous group 
before its own execution. All the 
201 persons had been buried in one 
grave. 

Asked whether he had considered 
this procedure as especially brutal,

“Boehme replied that the method of 


liquidation had “resulted from. the 
special situation.” 

Boehme also described the execu- 
tion of 918 persons in four Lithuanian 
villages during July, 1941.

Yiddish is. spoken every- 
where, and. accents vary, as in 
every language in any port... There 
are Jewish families who are part of

accrue if the Lebanon could be 
added to the U.A.R. 


Against Nasser’s ruthless sub- 
verstve tactics, the West will be 
hard put to it to find a. riposte. 
Direct intervention would only con- 


solidate Arab opinion ‘against the. 


Western Powers. on the grounds 
that this was one more display of 
imperialism. Probably the. safer 
be for the Traq-Jordan 
union to give what assistance it can 
to the anti-Nasser. elements. in the 
Lebanon. Despite King Hussein's 
brave words, however, this will not 
be so easy, for Jordan has no com- 
“mon frontier. with 
The. situation, therefore, remains 
critical. and although the. Israelis 
may derive a certain amount of 
quiet satisfaction from seeing their 
Arab neighbours squabbling among 
themselves, it will be no advantage 
to them if the Lebanon falls victim 
to Nasser’s. aggressive tactics, and 
Mr. Ben-Gurion was righf to. issue 
a warning. against imagining that 
a cleavage in the Arab .camp 
necessarily works in Israel's favour. 
Meanwhile another, and prob- 
ably even more serious, conflagra- 
tion has broken. out. at 
Western end of the Mediterranean, 
in Algeria.

RELIGIOUS CENTRE 

Tue Israel Religious Centre 
Jerusalem will not suffer in -useful- 
ness or esteem because the “ wee 
of the Agudas Israel 
declined to honour the opening last 
week with their presence. At one 
stage they took exception to the 
originally suggested name ot 
“Supreme Religious Centre;” as 
implying the headquarters of a 
possible Sanhedrin at some fore- 
seeable time. When they were met 
on that issue they stood out on 
the ground that the institution is 
under Mizrachi control. It is 
unfortunately true. that there are 
few aspects of Israeli life which 


are not liable to be entangled in. 


the web. of party politics (in which 
the holy men seem as well versed 
as those who make less show of 
their piety); but with the Aguda 
hostile to the Chief Rabbinate in 
any event, it 1s only to be expected 
that support for an institution 
intended to imerease the Chief 
Rabbinate’s efficiency and enhance 
iis prestige should come from 
Mizrachists. This support is given 
not simply for political reasons. but 


because the Chief Rabbinate, in 


spite of “ ultra-Orthodox ”’ opposi- 
tion, is the obvious focal point for 
religious endeavour in Israel. 
Some misgivings have been 
expressed in less partisan quarters 
at the amount lavished on a build- 
ing whose immediate utility they 
question. It must be remembered, 
however, that in Israel the Chief 
Rabbinate and the Courts associ- 
ated with it have a legally defined 
and socially important place in the 
life of the country, and that it 
is essential that they should be 
housed adequately and under condi- 
tions which foster their self-respect 
and competent working. It is to 
be hoped that in the spaciousness 
of their new surroundings the 
rabbinic leaders will feel disposed 
to take a broader view of some of 
the acute religious problems which 
face Israel and which.do not dis- 
solve upon impact with an ecclesias- 
tical non possumus.

ITALIAN JEWRY | 


THe visit to Her Majesty of the 
Italian President brings Htaly into 
the news this week, and today we 
publish the second of two articles 
reviewing the present situation ol 
the Jewish community of. that 
country. Its history is a long one, 
stretching back well before the 
destruction of the Second Temple; 
and when a. community has 
managed to withstand the batter- 
ings of time—from the ravaging of 
the Roman Empire by the Barbarian 
invaders” to the persecutions 
inspired by their descendants in our 
own day—-one is tempted to indulge 
in a happy-go-lucky optimism in 
looking at its future. But present 
conditions ‘raise a 
question mark against the future ot 
Italian Jewry. It is small in num- 
bers ; it suffered badly during the 
War : it is set among a people which 
is. tolerant by nature but whose 
social fabric is strongly 
with Catholicism, which makes the 
tendency to assimilate very strong. 
Moreover, self-help by voluntary 
action, such as is known in the 
English-speaking world, and which 
helps. to make for a comparatively 
flourishing Jewish communal life in 
this country and America, is not 
part of the Italian tradition ; where 
social needs are concerned 
tend to wait for action upon the 
Government, or. the Catholic 
Church as a kind. of universal aunt. 
Though they have no title to inter- 
fere, the future of Jewish. life. in 
Italy. is not a matter to which Jews 
elsewhere can be. indifferent. 
is. very. near- to Israel, and her 
Jewish community is obviously well 
placed to. forge. strong cultural ties 
with the Yishuv. Secondly, the 
Italian community. might be stimu- 
lated to action on its own behalf 
by a more encouraging attitude on 
the part of the Claims Conference. 
The leaders of the community of 
this country might take concerted 
action to influence the Claims Con- 
ference in this direction. And with 
a little imagination much could be 
done at small cost to’quicken the 
pulse of communal life in such 
countries as Italy by bringing their 
leaders into closer contact with. the 
workings. of our own. institutions. 


BLANCHE DUGDALE 


BLANCHE DUGDALE died. on 
‘May 15, 1948, on the very day on 


which she learnt of the proclama-’ 


tion Israel’s independence. 


“This is the happiest day of my 


life.” exclaimed that

Zionist cause in Britain. She had’ 


possessed a deep personal belief. in 
the Biblical prophecies. concerning 
Zion, and‘ died happy in the know- 
ledge that they were being ful- 
filled. The last twenty years of her 
life were spent in assiduous. work 
for this cause, to which she devoted 
her exceptional gifts of mind and 
heart. As the niece, companion, 
and biographer of the first Lord 
Balfour, the famous author of the 


Balfour Declaration, she acquired | 


from him her own enthusiasm for 
Through him she met 


trusted friend she became. Dur- 
ing long years of stress and struggle 
she was a valued link between the 
Zionist leaders in London -and_ in 
Palestine and the British authorities 
with whom the Jewish Agency had 
at that time to deal. She worked 
in a voluntary capacity at the 
London office of the Zionist 
Organisation, and paid many visits 
to the land of Palestine which she 
so loved. Some while ago, her 
many friends 
Britain and Israel—Jews and non- 
Jews alike—decided to com- 
memorate her name by a fitting 
memorial. This has taken the form 
of a lovely woodland walk, named 
after her, through the Balfour 
Forest in the hills of Galilee. In 
this beautiful spot has been erected 
a memorial, with Hebrew and 
English inscriptions, which pays 
tribute to her splendid work. Yester- 
day, May 15, this memorial was 
to be dedicated in the presence of 
a distinguished gathering of her 


friends and admirers, both British 


and Israeli. It will ever be 
cherished as a permanent monu- 
ment to her memory and also as a 
lasting link between the

terrifving short-term. implications to 
Khruschev’s insidious long-term but

Granted, then, that a change has 
taken place, does it in fact amount to 
a Significant’ improvement ?

A RARE RAMBAM

The problems that Italian Jewry

humanitarian considerations, 
that it could not be made to. work.

Unfortunately._for—Oppenheimer 
came about during. the 
“ McCarthy Era,” although the late 
Junior Senator for Wisconsin is

Oppenheimer’s sin was that he had 
been proved wrong scientifically : 
the bomb could -be made, and was 
made. 


Oppenheimer, the organiser of the

_As for Teller, his. days are full 
of the challenge of science, 
which he lives and the controversy 
on which he thrives.

a necessary preliminary to world redemp-

factors both of -the birth of Zionism and 
of the establishment of the State. of 
israel was the failure of Gentile tolerance 
and the resurgence of antisemitism—i.e., 
an evil which, if we beheve in free: will, 
we may not. atiribute to God. Thirdly,

their interest is diverted by other 
problems. dispersion — of 
energies is great : for example, the 
Jewish press in Italy has more than 
a dozen magazines; in other fields 
the multiplication of institutions 
and initiatives gives the impression 
of a great piece of machinery, the 
wheels of which turn to no purpose 
and without co-ordination. 

Tf ahya to Israel were substantial 


it would compensate for the 
impoverished condition of the 
Malian. communities, but after 


the rather large aliya of 1939 and 
of the immediate post-war period 
the situation now is that only a few 
individuals are emigrating to Israel 
every year. 

There are, it is true, philanthropic 
institutions and recreational clubs 
m the larger centres; there is a 
greater understanding of Zionism’; 


there are centres for hachshara, 
summer. camps, .and.. organised 
summer holidays for youngsters. 


In addition, every year new publica- 
tions appear. But all this is more 
artificial than natural, more. the 
effort of a few organisers than 
the spontaneous. activity the 
majority. The rich middle-class is 


by materialistic interests. It is. 
moreover, fair to assert that Italian 
Jewish life generally is dominated 


by bureaucracy, and that not enough 


is being done to raise the standard 
of life of the Jewish proletariat, still 


full of prejudices and complexes. 


The future looms rather dark: if 
no external factor intervenes, if— 
and it does not appear likely today 
as it did after the First World War 
and after 1948—there is no immi- 
gration from other centres, it is not 
too daring to prophesy that within 
fifty years Italian Jewry will be a 
live entity in only two centres : 
Rome and Milan. Of all the small, 
glorious communities, with their old 


traditions and beautiful synagogues

NEW AUSTIN HEALEY SPORTS CAR

A new baby sports car, the Austin 
Healey Sprite, has been announced this 
week. It has protruding headlamps 
and its over-all length is less than. the 
Austin A3S. 4 ft. 14 ims. high 
and weighs only 1,320 Ib.—it really 
is almost a pocket-sized car. This 
new model has most of the amenities, 
however, of a big sports car, with two 
large doors, two seats, and an all-steel

The New York State sup! eme Court 
has dismissed an action by the Board 


of Governors of the spitens Secondary 


Schools Movement (of which Rabbi 
Dr. S. Schonfeld is the Princ: pal and 
Chairman of Governors) against. the 
Jewish Claims Conference, 

The Secondary Schools Movement 
had contested in the court the decision 
of the Claims Conference not to-allo- 
cate funds to the Movement’s schools. 
It eontended that by changing the 
venue of the Claims Conference meet- 
ing from London to New York last 
year, shortly before. the. meeting was 
due to be held, the Secondary Schools 
Movement was not. given adequate 


facilities for putting its case to the 
the . 


Conference. It, therefore, asked 
court to annul» the. decisions of 
the Claims Conference relating to the 
Secondary Schools Movement and. to 
order. the holding of another Claims 
Conference meeting in London: at a 
date to be fixed by the court. 

In dismissing the Secondary Schools 
Movement’s action Judge William 
Hecht ruled ‘that ‘the -Movement's 
organisation. no standing”. to 
question. the Claims Conference 
Board's right to change the place of 
time of meeting “-or any action taken 
or decisions made” at the meeting. 


Claims Conference’s Right 


The Judge rejected: Dr, Schonfeld’s 


contention. that his organisation -had 


the right to sue, because of its status 
as’-a beneficiary. He ruled that- the 
Ctaims Conference alone had ‘the right 
to determine. who was the -beneficiary. 

The Judge added: “ft is not ‘too 
difficult to envisage’ harassing litiga: 
tions to. which: the respondent. could 
be subjected if were to. be held 
that the person who, or organisations 
which,. might be the- recipient ot 
benefits. of fumds here were to be 
entitled to maintain an. action. -such 
as the petitioner initiated.”
